BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 24.—Presi- 
dent Irigoyen narrowly escaped assas- 
sination today when Gualterio Mari- 
nelli, an Italian anarchist, fired five 
shots at the automobile in which the 
Argentine President was proceeding 
to the National Palace from his pri- 
vate residence. 

A commissioner of police, who was 
riding beside the chauffeur, was 
struck in the abdomen by one of the 
bullets intended for the President. 
Hig condition is grave. 

Policemen and detectives who ac- 
companied the President and those 
stationed along the route pened ja, 
fusillade against the 
him where he stood. 


The quick-mihded ’ idlenrst who 


was driving the President’s car prob- 
ably saved the Chief Magistrate's life 
by the clever manner in which he zig- 
zagged the car at top speed from one 
side of the street to the other after 
the first shot was fired, thereby mak- 
ing it impossible for any of the four 
remaining shots to hit the automo- 
bile. 
Attacked Near His Home. 
Promptly at 11:30 this morning 
President Irigoyen, following his 
_ daily routine, walked downstairs 
from the modest second-floor flat in 
which he lives and entered the auto- 
mobile which takes him to the execu- 
tive offices with such regularity that 
it is almost possible to set watches 
as it passes given points daily. 
Many uniformed policemen and 
others in plain clothes were at their 
daily stations. Along the route there 
were not many persons, and nothing 
to indicate the trip would be any 
different than those the President 
has made daily, including Sundays 
and holidays,.since his inauguration. 


The automobile had gone hardly a 


city. block and was just. picking up 
speed when a thin, poorly dressed 
man, apparently of the -working 
class, stepped out of a doorway, 
drew a revolver and fired at the 
approaching automobile. Four shots 
were fired at the car after it had 
passed, 

Before he had finished firing, the 
assassin was the centre of concen- 
trated fire from a large group of 
policemen who fired twenty shots at 
him before“they were satisfied he 
was dead. 

Wounded Man Sent to Hospital. 


Meanwhile, the President’s uuto- 
mobile had stopped a block from the 
scene of the shooting. President 
Irigoyen and a friend who was 
accompanying him, and, the chautf- 
feur helped the woundeéd' Police Con 
missioner from the car and sent him | 
to a hospital. The President re- 
entered the automvubile and was 


driven back home. He later went to} 


the hospital to visit the wounded 
officer, who had been the chief 
of his’ “bodyguard ever sitice his

1913. In recent years-he has been 
the ranking member of the Demo 
cratic delegation from this State in 
the House as well as spokesman for 
the ‘New York Representatives on 
measures calling for united action.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The 
earnest desire of President Hoover 
and Prime Minister MacDonald to 
make the Kellogg pact the corner- 
stone of any naval disarmament 
treaty concluded at the London naval 
conference is not to be fulfilled, ac- 
cording to the understanding in 
authoritative quarters. The reason 
for this conclusion is the inability 
to draft a formula which could ,dove- 
tail the Kellogg pact with the dis- 
armament treaty. 

To. what extent the decision of in- 
terested governments to confine. the 
naval parley to questions of practical 
naval armament limitation and ; re- 
duction has been a contributing fac- 
tor in the conclusion that ‘the Kel- 
logg pact cannot be incorporated ‘in 
the disarmament or limitation’ treaty 
must be a matter of speculation;- for 
nothing disclosed here indicates that 
it was considered in that connection. 

Yesterday's declaration of Prime, 
Minister MacDonald in the: eiause 
of Commons that the question of 
naval policy, apart from naval 
strength, would ‘not be considered 
in the London gathering is capable 
of the interpretation that appre- 
hension exists in the minds of Brit- 
ish officials, and perhaps in the 
minds of officials of other interested 
governments, that the disarmament 
question might be involved: in. com- 
plications if attempts were made 
to connect it with the Kellogg pact. 


Hoover-MacDonald Stand. 


In their personal consultation in 
Washington and at the Hoover camp 
on the Rapidan, President Hoover 
and Prime Minister MacDonald dis- 
cussed naval disarmament as a -com- 
plement of the pact renouncing war. 
This was disclosed in the joint state- 
ment they issued from the White 
House. Six months before, Ambas- 
sador Hugh 8S. Gibson, speaking for 
President Hoover before the Pre- 
paratory Commission at Geneva, had 
linked the Kellogg pact and dis- 
armament. 

The relationship of the Kellogg pact 
to a disarmament treaty was stressed 
also in the notes ofthe British Gov- 
ernment inviting the United States, 
France, Italy and Japan to the Lon- 
don conference.

CHARGES MOUADE 


TRIED TO RUIN GIANTS 


$250,000. Suit by Officials of 
Club Declares Magistrate Hurt 
Team Discipline, 





LOSSES ON DEALS ALLEGED 





Efforts Are Laid to Refusal of 
Pay Rise—Defense Lawyer 
Challenges Good Faith. 





Magistrate Francis X.. McQuade 
was accused in a civil suit filed in 
the Supreme Court yesterday with 
‘‘willfully and maliciously’’ attempt- 
ing .to: disrupt the business of the 
National Exhibition Company, own- 
ers’ of the Giants, the New York Na- 
tional League baseball team, while 
he. was treasurer of the concern. 

Seeking $250,000 damages, the suit, 
instituted in the name of the present 
officers of the company, including 
Charles. R. Stoneham, president, 
charges that the magistrate sought 
to “* sand destroy” the company 
because his demand fer am “tincon- 
scionable’’ salary. had been refused 
and his plans to divert the corpora- 
tion’s income were rejected. 

Mr. McQuade, it is alleged, by his 
conduct injured the discipline of the 
Giants at training camps and gave 
out advance: information on deals 
over players, to the monetary loss of 
the club. He gave out passes whole- 
sale to his friends, according to the 
complaint, and at the same time in- 
sulted other spectators, 
valuable employes ahd by his de- 
meanor brought about a break with 
college committees which wished to 
hire the Polo Grounds for football 
games. 


Charge He Provoked Suits. 


The magistrate, the papers added, 
even caused the false imprisonment 
of some spectators at ball games, 
with the result that, actions were 
started against the company. Leo 
J. Bondy, personal attorney: to Mr. 
Stoneham, who. succeeded. Mr.:. Me- 
Quade as treasurer on May 1, 1928, 
said at his home.in Pelham last 
night that these actions had now 
been settled. 

According to Mr.. Bondy, the infor-

J. McGraw, manager: of the Giants. 
The lawyer asked that for the pres- 
ent he be not asked about the de- 
tails of these incidents..,F rom. other 
sources it was learned that the club 
wotild seek to connect the magistrate 
with an. uproar in. a New.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24,—A_prece- 
dent will be broken by President

When Ramsay . MacDonald, the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, 
came here last.

He summoned R. L. Trice;'a police- 
man, and the two rushed through ~ 
the ‘basement and found that the 
blaze apparently was in the west wall © 
of the building. By that time the ° 
flames had eaten their way to ‘the 
main floor, and smoke was pouring 
out of the windows there.

BUILDING ERECTED IN 1903. 


Offices Apart From White House 
First Used by Roosevelt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Ex- 
ecutive Offices. Building, which .ad- 
joining the White House, was erected 
in 19038 at the time the interior of 
the White House itself was entirely 
remodeled and reconstructed. 

During the reconstruction of the 
mansion President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt and their family lived in a red 
brick building on Jackson Place fac- 
|ing Lafayette Square, about a block 
[fom the White House. ’ 
| Up to the time the Executive Offi- 
{ces Building was erected, the offices 
of the President, his secretary and 
clerks, were in the White. House. 
President Roosevelt rsuaded Con- 
gress to appropriate $300,000 for the 
remodeling of the mansion and $65,- 
000 for erecting the adjoining Execu- 
tives Offices Building. 

The New York firm of McKim, 
Mead & White, architects, drew the 
for remodeling the White 
House and erecting the office build- 
ing. The late. Stanford White. gave 
his personal attention, planning the 
office building. as a low. structure 
which would not detract from the 
dignity of the White House. itself. 
The building, only one story high 
with a basement, was connected with 
the White Housé by 4 still lower 
structure resembling an enclosed 
corridor. 


Balanced on Opposite Side. 


To balance the corridor and. the 
Executive . Offices Building..a long 
wing was erected to the east of the 
White House. This wing, fitted with 
reception rooms and cloak rooms, is 
used only when the President gives 
large entertainments. 

Several years ago: it was found 
necessary to extend the executive 
offices building and a new office for 
the President’ and a new cabinet 
room were built over the space that 
| had been. used by President Roose- 
}velt as a tennis court. The last Con- 
,gress appropriated $65,000 for _ re- 
modeling the executive offices build- 
{ing and this work was recently fin- 
j ished. 

It consisted mainly in turning the 
| basement into office rooms and mak- 
| ing @ more éxtensive lobby att he 

entrance to. the building. 

The executive offices building was 
a flimsy structure with its interior 
framework mostly of rough timber. 
Its exterior was of common: brick. 
It was the contention of President 
Roosevelt that the building was for 
temporary purposes only, but Con- 
ten leaders, including the late 

peaker Cannon, refused to concede 
this and said it was the intention of 
Congress that the building should be 
permanent. 

The President’s office, in the build+ 
ing was an oval-shaped room, its 
walls coveréd with green burlap. It 
contained no. furniture. except the 
President’s desk and chair. and two 
low bookcases. Its only ornament 
was a small pen and ink portrait of 
Abraham Lincoln, which hung on the 
west wall.

By rail, highway, sea and air 
hundreds of thousands of New York- 
ers left the city yesterday to spend 
Christmas in the old home town. 
The. holiday exodus, according to 
several transportation organizations, , 
exceeded all previous records. 

Grand Central Terminal was 
jammed all day by holiday crowds, 
and until late in the.evening many 
clamored for reservations. which 
could not be supplied. ‘The 160,000 
passengers who pass through Penn- 
sylvania Station on @ normal day 
were increased by tens of thousands 
rushing for trains to the West, South 
and North. 

The two principal passenger sta- 
tions in New York were gayly deco- 
rated with illuminated Christmas 
trees and holly wreaths, and the moy- 
ing thousands, burdened with© suit- 
cases and Christmas parcels, clus- 
tered in great throngs at train gate- 
ways or besieged the information 
booths with questions about special 
holiday. trains. 

At Grand Central, Yuletide music 
was broadcast from a battery of 
amplifiers and a twenty-foot wreath, 
one of the largest in New York, was 
suspended from the ceiling over the 
centre of the rotunda. At the Penn- 
sylvania Station toy electric trains 
running about the bas®@ 6f the® two | 
trees attracted much*attention, and 
middle-aged fathers and mothers 
watched them with as much aban- 
don_as_ their youngsters. 

While no exact figures ‘could be ob- 
tained, it..was. that nor. 
travel in and out of New York in- 
creased during the holiday period by 
at least 500,000. 

The Pennsylvania: Railroad report= |" 7 
ed the ‘‘heaviest traffic ever known’’ 
and estimated that. the number of 
passengers carried in and:out of the 
city during the rush period would 
exceed the 1928 figure by 15 per cent. 

Adding one hundred trains a day 
to its regularly scheduled number 
of 750, the Pennsylvania system was 
forced to run all of its crack trains 
in at least two sections.

JERUSALEM, Dee. 24—The Jew 
ish case came to a dramatic close ‘ai 
today’s hearing of the Palestine In- 
quiry Commission, when Sir Boyd 
Merriman, counsel for the Jews, who 
was about to finish his summing up, 
lasting throughout the day, declined 
to continue because of interruptions 
by R. Hopkin Morris, the member of 
the commission representing the 

British Liberal party. 

When Sir Boyd reached his” last 
point—which was a strong ‘criticism 
of the government’s alleged unsym- 
pathetic attitude toward the Jewish | 
national home policy in Palestine, as | | 
displayed through its counsel, Mr. } 
Preedy, and Mr. Dayton, the Pales- 
tine Solicitor General—Mr. Hopkin | 
Morris interrupted, saying he did not | 
intend, so far as he himself was con- |} 
cerned, to draw any deductions as 
regards the immediate causes of the} 
riots from criticism of the govern- 
ment counsels’ conduct of the case. 

Chairman Shaw also interjected | 
that, although he was willing to lis- | 
ten ‘to any attacks» onthe goVern- 
ment by Sir Boyd Merriman, neycr- 
theless he did not..wish it»to become;” 
a personal quarrél between counsel. 

To these remarks. Sir Boyd retorted 
that ‘‘there were forty-eight Arat 
witnesses caHed and _ thirty-nine 
pages are occupied with Mr. Preedy’s 
cross-examination . of-.\Arab | wit- 
nesses, but in the course of these 
pages not ome question was put to 
Arab witnesses regarding the Wail- 
ing Wall campaign, or any form of 
provocation, or incitement against 
the Jews, or press agitation, or any- 
thing suggesting the complicity ‘of 
Arab notables, nor were any qués- 
tions put to the Grand Mufti, or 
members of the Arab Executive re-

Sir Boyd. further. declared pat. in 
cross-examining Harry Sachi a 


leading Jewish witness and uate 
man of the Palestine Zionist Execu- 
tive, government -counsel suggested 
that the enlarged Jewish Agency 
was designed for the purpose..of.get- 
ting more from the government and 
to frighten the Arabs. This showed 
imperfect sympathy with the Jewish 
national home policy, he said. 

As Sir Boyd was about to cite 
further allegations of Mr. Preedy’s 
hostile cross-examination of Mr. 
Sacher, Mr. Hopkin Morris again 
interrupted, saying that this was all 
an argument on the procedure and 
conduct of the case. 

Sir Boyd thereupon abruptly seated 
himself, stating, ‘‘After that I have 
no more to say.”’ 

In summing up the testimony in 
behalf of the Jews Sir Boyd said :t | 
was clearly shown that the riots 
were entirely attacks by the. Arabs 
against the Jews and he denied the 
Arab assertion that the attacks of 
Aug. 23 resulted from the killing of 
two Moslems by Jewish assailants. 

He said that since the outbreaks 
the Grand Mufti and the Arab Exe- 
cutive Council had exploited the dis- 
turbances to stir. up a-campaign for 
revocation of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, indicating that the religious 
issue was spurious. 

Sir Boyd dealt with the Jewish 
complaints against the weakness of 
the government during the ro par- 
ticularly in regard to H. Luke 
then Acting High Siscanastecall He 
cited Mr. Luke’s answers to ques- 
tions concerning important facts, 
such as ‘“‘I don’t remember,’’ *‘I can- 
not recollect,’’ but remarked that 
Mr. Luke recalled less important 
details, 

Sir Boyd said he was convinced 
that had a firm hand been displayed 
by the govérnment on the first day 
of the riots the trouble would. not 
have spread throughout the country.

A broader investigation of the hold- 
up at Magistrate Vitale’s homecom- 
ing dinner will be instituted by the 
Bronx grand jury when it meets on 
the first Monday of the New Year, 
John E. McGeehan, retiring District | ¢, 
Attorney of the county, made known 
yesterday. 

The extension of the scope of the 
inquiry was learned when it was re- 
vealed that at the request of Mr. Mc- 
Geehan the indictment voted on Mon- 
day against Joseph Bravate, one of 
the alleged robbers, had not been 
filed. This indictment was withheld 
to permit widening the investigation 
on the basis of new information 
gained by Mr. McGeehan. What this 
new information. consisted of was not 
learned; but some of it was said to 
have been gathered at the police dis- 
ciplinary trial of Patrolman Arnold 
Johnson, guest at the Vitale dinner. 

Johnson's pistol was taken away by 
the robbers who invaded the dinner 
at the Roman Gardens, a Bronx res- 
taurant, on Dec. 7. At the trial be- 
fore Police Commissioner Whalen, 
Johnson's report read into the record 
told of his recovery of the weapon 
from Magistrate Vitale himself sev- 
eral hours after the hold-up. 


Vitale Remains Silent. 


The magistrate persisted yesterday 
in:remaining silent on the manner in 
which he had come into possession 
of the pistol. He sat in the Morri- 
sania court and when asked if he 
had anything to say replied:

Edward Darragh of 299: Broadway, 
counsel to Bravate, issued a state- 
ment during the day in which he 
asserted that he would be able to 
prove that, the accused youth had 
been at his home at 185 Chrystie 
Street at the time the hold-up men 
entered the Roman.Gardens.

’ DEPARTMENTAL CHANGES. 

There are several ways of going 
about the business of departmental 
reorganization.

The Fed- 
eral Government, balked in.its ef- 
forts at comprehensive changes, has 
managed to bring about a few shifts 
by mutual consent of the Cabinet 
officers. concerned. ‘When Mayor 
WALKER three years ago had him- 
self appointed as chairman of a 
committee which was “to inves- 
“tigate the organization of the 
‘City Government for the purpose 
“of making recommendations for 
“amendment to or revision of the 
“Charter,” it looked as if he had 
large-scale revision in'‘mind. But 
nothing more was ever heard of that 
committee. The Mayor seems to 
have gone over to the scheme of 
step-by-step reform, already exem- 
plified by the consolidation of hos- 
‘pitals and the establishment of the 
Sanitary Commission. 

Looking ahead into the new year, 
there is room’ for more effort in 
this direction. The Mayor has al- 
ready accepted the suggestion that 
he appoint’a committee to consider 
the consolidation of the Department 
of Public Welfare with the Board of 
Child ‘Welfare. Professor MCGOLD- 
RICK of Columbia University recent- 
ly wrote a letter to THE TIMES sug- 
gesting the creation of an executive 
department under which could be 
brought such functions. as. purchas- 
ing, budget making and engineering 
supervision. Staff assistance of this 
kind would be, valuable. Scientific 
budget making exists today only in 
the most rudimentary form. Since 
the ,adoption of the home, rule 
amendment, the Municipal Assem- 
bly has the power to effect many of 
the changes that have been pro- 
posed. It lacks only the will and 
the initiative. Mayor WaALKER’s 
Citizens’ Committee remarked: that 
“the problem of departmental re- 
“ organization requires special and 
“ prolonged investigation by a com- 
“mittee or commission created for 
“that sole purpose.” 
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TRUTH AND PREJUDICE.

THE MANCHURIANSETTLEMENT 

The terms of the Russo-Chinese 
agreement about the Chinese East- 
ern Railway suggest that both na- 
‘tions have returned to sanity. The 
settlement is only preliminary, and 
is between the Mukden Government 
and the Soviets.rather.than. with 
Nanking, but it ‘provides for -a-ra- 
tional return to the status quo ante. 
The discharged officials are to have 
the right to apply for reinstate~ 
ment; the consular offices are to be 
re-established; troops are to be with- 
drawn; the operation of the railroad 
is to be according to the original 
agreement of 1924; all engagements 
and arrangements made since the 
break in July, 1929, are to be con- 
sidered invalid unless duly ratified. 
Finally, China agrees to disband the 

“White Russian” troops which had 
served in Manchuria. 

Conservative Chinese may fabiidd 
the terms as involving a “loss of 
face.” They do imply a retreat by 
China, but the retreat is from a 
position which was untenable. It 
means a gain rather than a loss of 
honor, and helps to recover for 
China the regard and sympathy 
which she had forfeited as a result 
of her intemperate action following 
the discovery of Russia’s obvious 
violation.of the terms of .the.treaty 
of 1924. 

All trouble in Manchuria is not 
definitely over. There are adjust- 
ments of administration still to be 
made. Nothing indicates that Russia 
will cease to use her’ position in 
Manchuria to spread propaganda in 
China. For the outside world the 
encouraging sign is that there is 
likely to be—at least for the present 
+a lull in the Russo-Chinese strug- 
gle.’ If past practice serves as a 
precedent, Nanking’s approval of 
the agreement will be more impor- 
tant as a matter of form than of 
fact. In theory Nanking was not a 
party even to the treaty of 1924, 
and has repudiated most of the acts 
of the group at various times in 
power in Peking. But there is now 
no real reason why Nanking should 
not approve a settlement honorable 
to both sides. 
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ANTARCTIC CHRISTMASES.

GERMAN POLITICAL DISCIPLINE 

In defeating the Hugenberg anti- 
reparation proposal’ by an absten- 

tion yote of six to one the German 
people gave themselves a Christmas 
present that ideally combines the 
seasonal spirit of good-will with util- 
ity. ‘The foolish Fascist referendum 
may be accepted as the last large- 
scale attempt by mischief-makers to 
deflect the German nation from the 
road along which it has traveled 
these five years since the Dawes 
plan toward renewed well-being. The 
verdict against the provocative Lib- 
erty Law is all the more emphatic 
because repudiation of reparation 
payments was tied up with repudia- 
tion of Germany’s sole responsibility 
for the war—a charge which Ger- 
man opinion in the overwhelming 
majority rejects. But obviously it is 
now the settled belief of the German 
people that if reparations are ever 
again to be revised and the moral 
verdict against Germany ever to be 
rescinded, the change must. be 
brought about by the operation of 
the spirit of good-will among Ger- 
many’s former enemies. 

Important, therefore, though the 
definite fixation of reparation pay- 
ments must be, there is perhaps an 
even greater significance for the fu- 
ture of the German Republic in the 
vivid sense of responsibility and po- 
litical discipline revealed by the 
Hugenberg episode. By this time 
the world has been compelled seri- 
ously to revise the pre-war reputa- 
tion of the Germans as political 
incompetents; political donkeys their 
own statesmen called them. De- 
prived of the leadership of the di- 
vinely appointed Hohenzollern, they 
have shown a capacity in times of 
unparalleled crisis to look after 
themselves. If party discipline is 
one of the prerequisites for the suc- 
cessful working of a democracy, the 
German record during the last half 
dozen years is one to justify the ut- 
most confidence. It may seem & 
little point, and yet eloquent on this 
subject, that of the opponents of the 
Hugenberg referendum more than 
99 per cent obeyed their leaders’ 
orders to stay away from the polls. 
Only a \couple of hundred thousand 
anti-Nationalists out of a possible 
twenty-five millions could not resist 
the temptation to express their dis- 
sent with a voted No. The highest 
kind of discipline is said to be that 
which can keep an army — 
undér fire.

Now these 
same States haye lodged a complaint 
with the Secretary of the Interior 
against the low price at which he is 
planning to sell current from the dam 
to the municipalities of Southern Cal- 


ifornia, and others who are bidding 
for the power. 

It is something of a novelty to find 
political agencies complaining that 
consumers are not being charged 
enough. Colorado, Utah, Wyoming 
and New Mexico say that the price 
of 1.63 mills suggested by Secretary 
Wi.zur constitutes in effect ‘‘a svb- 
sidy to Southern California,’’ which 
would put the others at an economic 
disadvantage and postpone the de- 
velopment of the uppér river. They 
ask fora price ‘‘as high as the pur- 
chaser can afford.to pay under com- 
petitive conditions.’’ 

They seek to convince Nevada and 
Arizona of the inequity of the Secre- 
tary’s proposal by pointing out that 
those two Commonwealths are en- 
titled under the law to a certain per- 
centage of any excess revenue, and 
argue, that, if, the price is put down 
too low there -won’t be any excess 
revenue. Thus all depends upon who 
sells and who buys. ,

This plan 
was to regulate the speed by forcing 
each driver or owner to attach a gov- 
ernor to the engine of his automobile 
which would prevent it from travel- 
ing faster than a certain speed. The 
plan was practicable, as it had been 
adopted successfully on motor trucks. 
The matter was. submitted to the 
Board of Altermen, approved by the 
chairman of that body’s Traffic Bu- 
reau but disapproved by the board. 
Captain O’Brien; who was the head 
of traffic control, was also in favor 
of the plan as applied to motor 
trucks. .I talked: it. over. with Bruce 
Cobb, who was then magistrate of 
the Traffic Court, but although he 
favored the plan he had been per- 
suaded to believe it was impractica- 
ble; some ‘‘expert’’ telling him that 
a governor attached to the engine of 
an automobile could easily be put out 
of commission by the driver, all of 
which was nonsense if the governors 
were prceperly sealed and inspected. 
My plan was to provide by ordi- 
nance that any driver of an automo- 
bile who was detected exceeding the 
lawful speed would receive a warn- 
ing ticket, if the offense were re- 
peated the driver would be obliged 
to report at Police Headquarters, 


placed. on his car, reducing the 
speed to a rate determined on as 
proper, the governor to remain on 
for a definite period, say 30 to 60 
days. 

It seemed obvious that such an 
ordinance would act at once as a 
moral restraint. The practicability 
ofesuch a plan is beyond doubt, as 
the American Express Company 
some years ago, when its fleet of 
motor trucks was by far the largest 
in this city, so equipped its Bronx 
trucks, thereby reducing accidents to 
a minimum. 

Whether the rate of speed in the 
city will ever be reduced to twenty 
miles an hour cannot be accurately 
predicted, because the motor-driving 
pubjic has been educated by the po- 
lice to gradually increase the speed, 
due to the ‘‘stop and go’’ method of 
regulating traffic. 

The other day I was standing at 
‘Seventieth Street and Broadway 
alongside a genial policeman just at 
the time when the traffic signal re- 
leased the north and south bound 
movement. As the cars flew by us 
I said: ‘It looks as though there was 
no speed limit here on this deserted 
country road.’? The policeman smiled 
and replied, ‘‘Yes—it certainly does.’’ 

‘‘Now, look at that car,’’ I pointed 
at a passing limousine, “‘it is going 
at fifty miles an hour—don’t you 
agree with me?”’ 

Without hesitation he answered: 

“Yes, and then some, and those 


cars are the worst offenders.’’ 

‘*How about the trucks?’’ I asked. 

“Oh, well, pues are in a class by 
themselves. Juggernauts is the wend 
that fits them!” 

Dr. Kafka is undeniably correct in 
what he states, that ‘‘the philosophy 
of these truck drivers seems to 
that no harm can come to their 
trucks: they must have the right of 
way—right or wrong.”’ 

So far nothing has been done to 
put ‘‘the fear of God’’ into these au- 
tomobilists. There is a peculiar psy- 
chology in all this, as when a man 
or woman is on foot he or she be- 
comes highly indignant and threat- 
ens all kinds of things to the motor- 
ist who barely misses running down 
the walker. Yet just as soon as 
these really human beings sit at the 
steering whee] they throw all con- 
siderat on for pedestrians to the 
winds. . 

As that great philanthropist Bill 
Tweed once said when his back was 
up against the wall, ‘What are you 
going to do about it?”

A truck driver and a 12-year-old 
boy riding with him were killed in a 
collision when the truck was struck 
by a train of the Rockaway division 
of the Long Island Railroad at an 
unguarded crossing near the Sea- 
side station shortly after 9 A. M.

YOUMANS TO PAY ALIMONY 


Composer Must Give Wife $150 a 
Week Pending Separation Suit. 


Vincent Youmans, composer, was 
directed tect A by Supreme Court 
Justice Callahan to pay $150 a week 
alimony to his wife, Anne Youmans, 
for the support of ‘herself and twin 
daughters, pending her suit for a 
separation, and $1,500 counsel fee.

eement made on June 28, 
i92t, our months after they were 
married, was still in effect. 

Justice Callahan said it was admit- 
ted that the couple lived together at 
the Ritz-Carlton after they had 
signed the separation agreement, 
and. that soon afterward Mrs. You- 
mans went to Reno to acquire resi- 
dence for a divorce; Two .months 
later her twins were born and she 
decided against the divorce. She 
sued in Chicago later, however, and 
got an allowance of $150 a week ali- 
mony, but dropped the suit. 

The court held that the separation 
agreement appeared to have been 
made for the purpose of the 
divorce action and that afterward 
both repudiated it when Mrs. You- 
mans brought her actions and her 
husband stopped payments of the 
alimony provided in the agreement. 
For these reasons, Justice Callahan 
said, there was reason to believe 
Mrs. Youmans would succeed in the

Plasterers’ Union Urges Trial 
of Plan for Two Months to 
“Make Work” for 4,000. 





EMPLOYERS REJECT IDEA 





Association Contends the Proposal 
Would Add to Expense of Building 
and Delay New Structures. 





Cement . plasterers. who won the 
forty-hour five-day week a ten. per 
cent wage increase in August, have 
suggested to their employers. that 
they would like to work six hours a 


day for.two months to ‘‘make work”’ 
for their large quota of unemployed, 
it was learned: yesterday. 

The request of the on Ane was 
conveyed to the employers at a con- 
ference’ on Monday and the empl 
ers, through President Tierney 74 
Rourke, firmly and fatly rejected 
the proposal on the ground that it 
would add unrecessary expense to 
building and would mean delay in 
completing new structures.

olin Mr. O’Rourke pointed out 
that plasterers, who receive $15.40 a 
day, are obliged, under a three-year 
contract, to abide by the present 
terms. There was no desire on the 
_ of the union men to break their 

eement, it -was said. They were 
willing to cut their pay one-quarter 
in going on the six-hour day. 

There are said ‘to be approximately 
10,000 plasterers in New York, many 
having been attracted from out of 
town by the large pay. With the re- 
cent building slump and the Bronx 
“racketeering’’ inquiry, many build- 
ing tradesmen have. been. out . of 
work for the first time in years. 
According to employers the industry 
in New York can supply a reason- 
able amount of work to between 
4,500 and 6.000 plasterers. 

‘Of the 10,000 plasterers, about forty 
per cent are unemployed, according 
to trade advices. Despite the five- 
day week, installed at the request of 
the unions to give the man a two- 
day week-end holiday, there is said 
to be considerable overtime on Sat- 
urdays at double time.

Supreme Court Justice Arthur S. 
Tempkins of Nyack, one of the best 
known jurists in the State, will. be 
assigned to the Appcllate Division of 
the Second Department by Governor 
Roosevelt; it was learned. Justice 
Tompkins will succeed Justice A. H. 
F. Seeger, who will retire on Dec. 31, 

Although Governor Roosevelt at 
Albany would say only that he had 
made no designation, word was re- 
ceived at the Westchester County 
Court House at White Plains that 
Justice Tompkins would be assigned 
to.the Appellate Division about, Jan. 
13.. Robert D. Pasett, clerk of Part 
IIf of the Supreme Court at White 
Plains, to. which Justice Tompkins 
had been assigned on the January 
calendar, said he ‘had been notified 
by Justice Tompkins to cancel his 
calendar because of his expectancy 
of. designation to the Appellate Di- 
vision. 

Lazansky Urged Action. 

The assignment of Justice Tomp- 
kins is understood to have been re- 
quested by the justices of the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Second De- 
partment. Presiding Justice Edward 
Lazansky .is s to have sent a 
recommendation to that effect to the 
Governor. It is customary for the 
Governor to designate the justice 
recommended by the presiding jus- 
tice. 

The elevation of Justice Tompkins, 
who has presided at many special 
trials and proceedings by designation 
of Governor Roosevelt and former 
Governor Smith, would mean that he 
would not continue to preside at the 
extraordinary term of the Supreme

toward erica. The island, which 
is inhabited, is rich in mysterious 
relics, cluding huge stone: monu- 
ments, some of them almost seventy 
feet high and 300 feet long and of 
grotesque sculpture. 

On reefs and atolls about the 
island are also: many pieces of crude 
statuary, some of enormous heigit 
and proportions. The scientists of 
the Johnson party will study these 
from the aspects, both of the strange 
nature of the statues themselves and 
the manner by which the huge rock 
forms» were transported over a 
stretch of water.to the atolls. 

Plans. for the yacht have been pre- 
pares by Gielow &.Co., marine arch- 
tects, of New York. 

“The yacht has been designed es- 
pecially with. this expedition in 
view,’’ Mr, Johnson said, ‘‘and it 
will have a large open upper deck 
suitable for carrying seaplanes, sea 
dredges and. other | paraphernalia 
used in.present-day exploration.”’

the. Jatter period, is growth was 
due particularly to the inauguration 


ot such long-distance routes as 
these operated twice daily by: Trans- 
continental Air Transport, Universal 


Air Lines and Western Air Express, 
and the doubling of service on the 
Transcontinental Air mail route. 

The total for the first six months 
of 1929 was almost equal to the 
whole mileage flown in 1928, which 
was. 10,673,450, 

52,743 Passengers Carried. 

The figures made public today cove 
ered all scheduled air . transport 
operations in the United States tor 
the first six miénths of the year, 
and. were compiled after a five 
months’ canvass of .the air trans- 
port erators conducted by Staf- 
ford ernan of the aeronautics 
branch of the department. 

The report showed that a total of 

,743 passengers was carried on 
the scheduled air lines during the 
six ‘months, or several thousand 
more than the total. of 49,713 pas- 
Sengers carried over: the air lines 
during all of 1928, 

These figures by themselves wers 
considered ‘indicative of the tre- 
mendous development in the public 
use of passenger air lines and ‘pur- 
ticularly the large amount of such 
business developed by the transcon- 
tinental routes.
